Flooding hits airport, 
high schooi and streets

While the flood of 1998 
ranked far below Biblical 
proportions, it was wide and 
deep enough to create havoc 
with Detroit Metro Airport 
flight schedules, close busy 
roadways in Romulus (as 
well as nearby towns) and 
heavily dampen floors and 
carpeting inside Romulus 
High School. 

A lightning strike during 
the height of the mini-storm 
knocked out the Romulus 
Police Department’s 9-1-1 
system for several hours. Ro¬ 
mulus Police Lt. Robert 
Brown said the strike “fried” 
the outdoor 9-1-1 unit so 
badly, that it could not 
bounce calls over to the Be¬ 
lleville Police iine as pro¬ 
grammed in such crisis 
times. 

Ameritech workers re¬ 
sponded and effected the 
switch over to Beileville sev¬ 
eral hours later, Brown said. 
By Thursday morning it was 
switched again...this time to 
the Romulus police depart¬ 


ment’s administration line 
and followup efforts re- 
turiied jtb® phone cycle back 
to hormhi, . ■ 

The timing of the rain last 
Tuesday night (about 9:30 to 
10 p.m. in most areas) was 
considered a blessing, but 
the instant flooding condi¬ 
tions still stranded motor¬ 
ists, coming home from 
shopping, social events and 
evening jobs. But many ob¬ 
servers questioned what 
wouid have happened if the 
fierce rainstorm instead had 
hit eariier such as during 
rush hour at 4:30 to 5 p.m. 
that day. 

Others expressed relief 
that the storm passed 
through the area so quickly 
(in most cases a half hour or 
less), or they said Wayne 
County could have been 
crippled for days as Boston 
was weeks ago. 

Flooding was worst along 
various stretches of Wayne 
Road in Romulus, where 
stalled vehicles were res¬ 
cued from deep waters many 
hours after the flooding first 
occurred. 


Norm McLenon, transpor¬ 
tation chief of the Romulus 
Community School District, 
witnessed thelieavy flppding 
of the school administration 
parking areas on Grant Road 
in Romulus on Wednesday 
morning and stated “more 
rain fell in that short half 
hour last night, than any 
other time I have seen here 
in the last 30 years.” 

Rain water seeped into 
four hallways at Romulus 
High School Tuesday night 
dampening carpets outside 
the Teen Health Clinic, 400 
area classrooms, 600 area 
classrooms and the atrium 
area, Sam LaMonica, human 
services director, reported. 

Travelers at Metro Air¬ 
port took the brunt of the 
storm and its foilow- up, as 
power outages stalled activ¬ 
ities at the Davey Terminal, 
more than 80 flights can¬ 
cellations crowded the dark¬ 
ened passenger and luggage 
areas and exits from 1-94 at 
various sites throughout Ro¬ 
mulus and Belleville be¬ 
came impassable for hours. 


Ex-Judge Rogalle dies

Former 34th District Court 
Judge Felix Rogaile of Be¬ 
lleville, 65, died suddenly on 
Saturday in Oakwood Hospital 
of Dearborn. 

He was born on Dec. 3,1932 
in Detroit, son of the late Felix 
and Anna (Poniatowski) 
Rogalle. In 1955 he received 
his bacheior’s degree from 
Michigan State and earned his 
judicial degree from Detroit 
College of Law in 1963. He was 
admitted to the bar the same 
year. He served as the Ro¬ 
mulus Justice of the Peace 
from 1967-69. 

He served in the U.S. Army 
from 1955-57. 

Mr. Rogalle was chairman of 
the Romulus Charter Commis¬ 
sion in 1967. 

He was praised Monday 
night by his friend and City 
Councilman William Wad¬ 
sworth for his roles as a justice 
of the peace and later as a 34th 
District Court Judge. 

Wadsworth also cited 
Rogalle’s efforts - among 


others - in helping give area 
residents the choice of voting 
to switch Romulus from being 
a township to a city several de¬ 
cades ago. 

Since his political defeat by 
current 34th District Court 
Chief Judge Tina Brooks 
Green, Rogalle has served as a 
local attorney with offices in 
Romulus. 

Current 34th District Court 
Judge William Szlinis re- 
veaied Tuesday that he and his 
family were “shocked” when 
they heard of Mr. Rogalle’s 
death. 

Szlinis called Mr. Rogalle “a 
bright and interesting guy - 
who had a unique sense of 
humor both on and off the 
bench. He also was a good 
golfer.” 

He is survived by three 
daughters, Ann (Phil) Rogalle- 
Ruffino of Milford, Kara 
Rogalle of Flint and Diane 
Rogalle of Washington D.C.; a 
sister, Barbara Rogalle-Miller 
of Bellevilie; a brother, Law¬ 
rence Rogalle, also of Be¬ 
lleville; and a nephew, Phillip 
Miller.

‘Kelsey Hayes’ 
clean-up now 
being planned

Efforts to clean and revital¬ 
ize the huge former Kelsey 
Hayes-Wheels complex - for 
decades one of Romulus’ top 
industries — were revealed 
Monday night to the Romulus 
City Council, as plans also 
were outlined on the planned 
creation of a city Brownfield 
Redevelopment Authoritii,f. 

It was pointed out that 
Brownsfields are defined in 
Michigan as “abandoned, 
idled or underutilized indus¬ 
trial or commercial properties 
that have real or perceived en¬ 
vironmental contamination. 

Mayor William Oakley 
brought Jeffrey D. Spoon, vice 
president of the Northline In¬ 
dustrial Center, before the City 
Council to discuss the creation 
of a Romulus BRA and a 
Brownfield Redevelopment 
Zone. 

The Northline Industrial 
Center was most recently 
known as Hayes Lemmerz. 

Spoon said efforts will be¬ 
gin soon to modernize the for¬ 
mer wheels plant with a major 
cleanup and modernization 
plan that will include the 
clearing of debris and cutting 
of the grass on the site, exist¬ 
ing fencing will be cleaned of 
vegetation and painted, guard 
towers will be removed, light 
poles will be painted and py¬ 
lon signs will be installed at 
the entrance of the facilities to 
identify Northline Industrial 
Center. 

In addition. Spoon said, the 
roofs of all buildings will be 
repaired or replaced, the exte-

rior siding will be removed 
hundred thousand square feet 
of floor space exist in the 
buildings. Spoon said. 

Spoon said all of Romulus 
would be included in the BRZ. 
But the council plans a public 
hearing on the authority issue 
on Aug. 24 and setting bound¬ 
aries on the proposed BRZ. 

Oakley said five to seven 
members of the current Tax In¬ 
crement Finance Authority 
(TIFA) would probably be 
named to the new BRZ unit 
The TIFA board would remain 
alive however. 

The council asked that more 
information be passed on to 
them prior to any public hear¬ 
ing and decision making pro¬ 
cedure. An informational 
session was then approved for 
6:30 p.m. Aug. 10, just prior to 
the council meeting that night 
Modernization efforts 
would reportedly add to the 
city’s tax base and hopefully 
add jobs.

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Buy new cars, council says

In January the Westland 
City Council reluctantly 
bought a Taurus that the city 
had been leasing. Never again! 
said several council members. 

So Mayor Bob Thomas 
agreed to reconsider the pol¬ 
icy of buying the city’s leased 
vehicles, a policy that some 
council members said was the 
most expensive way to buy 
cars. 

‘Tt’s a bad deal for the city,” 
said Glenn Anderson. 

Fast forward to the July 6 
council meeting: Police Chief 
Emery Price needed a new un¬ 
marked car, and the Thomas 
administration was asking 
council to buy the chief a 1996 
Pontiac Bonneville for $13,631 
that had been leased for 
Thomas in 1996 at a cost of 


about $10,300, a total cost of 
about $24,000 - too much for 
some council members. 

“We recently purchased a 
brand new unmarked car for 
the fire chief $16,000-$17,000, 
so it doesn’t make sense,” said 
Anderson. 

“If the administration wants 
to buy a car, it should buy it,” 
said Councilman Richard 
LeBlanc, who priced a new 
Grand Prix at Red Holman at 
$18,000 list, but would expect 
to buy it for about $16,500, a 
$7,500 savings. (Though the 
mid-sized Grand Prix is 
smaller than a roomy Bon¬ 
neville, size is not a factor in 
unmarked police cars, 
LeBlanc said.) 

While Chief Price didn’t dis¬ 
pute the numbers, he said, “I 
just need a car.” 

Nevertheless, Thomas ar¬ 
gued that the city should still 


buy its leased cars. 

“The bottom line is that if 
we purchased a used 1996 Bon¬ 
neville, it could cost us $20,000 
[instead of $13,000],” he said. 
“With less than 30,000 miles on 
it, it’s still a good deal.” 

In the past, a 4-3 majority of 
council had allowed the mayor 
to follow this policy. However, 
last week Council President' 
Sandra Cicirelli voted against 
purchasing the mayor’s former 
leased car, apparently revers¬ 
ing the policy. 

This didn’t set well with Jus¬ 
tine Bams, who said, “I’d like 
to move this to the next meet¬ 
ing [for reconsideration].” 

Meanwhile, if LeBlanc is 
correct, the new policy will 
save the city and its taxpayers 
thousands of dollars on car 
purchases.

Call me irresponsible 


In promoting the extension 
of Westland’s city’s Tax Incre¬ 
ment Financing Authority 
(TIFA), both Mayor Bob 
Thomas and Councilman Trav 
Griffin had boasted about how 
the improvements gener¬ 
ated by the city’s TIFA district 
have raised the district’s prop¬ 
erty values by millions. 

■They’re right. Property im¬ 
provements raise property 
values in a business district. 
Same thing with neighbor¬ 
hoods. 

Look at how new improved 
development has driven up 
property values in Western 
Wayne County. 

Unfortunately, the flip side 
of the coin is true, too. 

When homeowners neglect 
their property, there goes the 
neighborhood. Isn’t that what 
happened in Detroit and Inks¬ 
ter? 

I would be irresponsible not 
to report on positive efforts 
like Belleville’s and Wayne’s 
Downtown Development Au¬ 
thorities (DDA) or Westland’s 
TIFA; or not to report on blight 
bugs. 

Yet because Eyewitness, our 
Sunday edition, printed pic¬ 
tures of a blighted house in 
Norwayne, Michigan Conunu- 
nity News was called “irre¬ 
sponsible.” 



City Councilwoman Sharon 
Scott went ballistic because 
one of the pictured homes be¬ 
longs to her political ally Jus¬ 
tine Barns, and she accused us 
of “sabotaging a generous gift” 
that Bams was making of the 
house. 

Bams was going to donate 
the home to First Step, a shel¬ 
ter for abused spouses. 

The gift was supposedly 
sabotaged because after the 
picture appeared, the house 
was supposedly no longer safe, 
though it’s unclear how any¬ 
body looking at a picture of a 
house in a newspaper knows 
who will live there one day. 
When’s the last time you saw a 
home in the newspaper and 
speculated whether or ndt it 
would be given to a sheltered 
spouse? 

In the case of Barns’s du¬ 
plex, under Westland’s ordi¬ 
nances, it can’t shelter 
anybody. The boarded-up 
house must be brought up to 
code before anybody can or 
should live there. It would cost 


First Step a lot of money to 
make that house habitable. 

Because of the remodeling 
expenses, there’s no inexpen¬ 
sive way to accept that “gen¬ 
erous gift.”

It goes without sa 5 ing that 
middle class people who value 
their property and their subdi¬ 
visions won’t tolerate blighted 
rentals next to their homes. It 
would cost them too much 
money. 

So I must differ with Scott. 
My idea of generosity does not 
include degrading neighbor¬ 
hood property values. 

As for responsibility. When 
and if blight infests her block 
and I write an article about the 
offenders, who will she call ir¬ 
responsible - me or the blight 
makers?

Environmentalists 
plan to lobby 
door-to-door for 
Superfund cleanups 


To the editor: 

This week, residents of 
Wayne will have the oppor¬ 
tunity to make polluters pay to 
clean up the seventy-two toxic 
Superfund Sites across Michi¬ 
gan, thanks to a local cam¬ 
paign led by the Public Interest 
Research Group in Michigan 
(PIRGIM). PIRGIM representa¬ 
tives will be knocking on ap¬ 
proximately seven hundred 
doors, in order to educate local 
Wayne residents and build sup¬ 
port for their campaign to stop 
toxic pollution. 


According to PIRGIM field 
manager, Mary Burton, “here, 
in Michigan, we have an overa¬ 
bundance of hazardous toxic 
waste sites. In addition to poi¬ 
soning our land and contam¬ 
inating our water, these dumps 
contribute to increased rates 
of cancer, birth defects, nerve 
damage and other severe 
health problems, statewide. 
Unchecked polluters continue 
to dump tons of harmful chem¬ 
icals, with utter disregard for 
the law. Violators of Super¬ 
fund must be held accountable 
for the waste they are releas¬ 


ing, and that means footing the 
bill for cleanups.” 


Lawmakers originally de¬ 
signed the federal Superfund 
law to determine the where¬ 
abouts and assure proper 
cleanup of the most harmful 
waste sites across the country. 
The central principal of Super¬ 
fund is that those responsible 
for creating the toxic waste are 
also required to clean it up. 
Unfortunately, many polluters, 
along with their insurance 


companies, lobby Congress to 
dismantle the Superfund law, 
by rolling back the polluter- 
pays principle and weakening 
the cleanup standards for 
toxic dumps. 

Moreover, the tax on chemi¬ 
cals and oil industries, that 
helps pay for the Superfund 
cleanups, expired in Decem¬ 
ber, 1995. Everyday that the tax 
is not restored, $4 million for 
cleanup is lost Unless Super¬ 
fund is weakened, polluters

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and their allies in Congress 
are refusing to renew the tax. 

Burton says, “Instead of do¬ 
ing their best to clean up these 
hazardous messes, polluters 
have spent $96 million over the 
past few years on both cam¬ 
paign contributions and lobby¬ 
ing in an effort to evade 
responsibility. And, it seems, 
their investment is paying off. 
Senator Spencer Abraham ac¬ 
cepted $200,000 from private 
interest groups and, coinci¬ 
dentally, supported a bill in 
Congress that would roll back 
the Superfund. Additionally, 
Wayne’s Representative Lynn 
Rivers has not taken a definite 
position on any of the Super¬ 
fund bills pending in Con¬ 
gress.” 

While PIRGIM campaigners 
are in town, residents have the 
opportunity to learn more 
about the seventy-two Super¬ 
fund sites here in Michigan, as 
well as send a message to Rep¬ 
resentative Rivers that pollu¬ 
ters must pay to clean up toxic 
waste across the country. 

PIRGIM is the state’s lead¬ 
ing environmental and con¬ 
sumer watchdog group with 
offices in Ann Arbor, East Lan¬ 
sing, Kalamazoo and in Wash¬ 
ington D.C.

Please put a 
medical alert 
column in paper 

To the editor: 

I am writing to you on a mat¬ 
ter of extreme importance. 
You are in a position to offer 
people a much-needed public 
service through Michigan 
Community Newspapers. Al¬ 
low me to explain how I come 
t6this^t!’6tt(:rlusie)n'.^^' 

Today my neighbor called to 
me in my back yard and in¬ 
formed me that yesterday her 
husband had a heart attack. 
Yesterday was close to 90 de¬ 
grees, and this recently retired 
man, in his 60’s, was mowing 
his grass. Suddenly he felt a 
pain in his chest by his heart. 
He thought the pain would 
cease if he sat for a while and 
rested. It was then his wife 
came out of the house and saw 
that he was as white as a sheet 
and sweating profusely. Al¬ 
though she begged him to go to 
Emergency at the hospital, he 
adamantly refused, telling her 
that if he just waited, the pain 


would go away. The pain did 
not go away, Mr. Wilcox, and 
approximately an hour later, 
the man allowed his wife to 
drive him to the hospital 
where they ministered to his 
needs. 

The man was given a partic¬ 
ular medication which is effec¬ 
tive in breaking up blood clots. 
This medication is fairly new 
and is also used on patients 
who suffer from strokes as well 
as heart attacks. Now here is 
the crux of the situation, Mr. 
Wilcox. The man’s wife was in¬ 
formed that if she had not 
been able to get her husband 
to the hospital (or doctor) 
within “4” hours, this medica¬ 
tion would have been abso¬ 
lutely ineffectual. In other 
words, after 4 hours, this medi¬ 
cation cannot help someone. 
Time is of the essence! This as¬ 
tounded me, and made me re- 
lize just how many decisions 
people make ignorantly. 

How often do people talk 
themselves into believing they 
will get better, as their bodies 
deteriorate at breakneck 
pace? And so many times, re¬ 
covery is absolutely depen¬ 
dent on making a quick 
decision, even an informed 
one, without delay. I’m not 
speaking of having a physi¬ 
cian’s license. I’m not talking 
about CPR courses. I am 
speaking about certain things, 
that can happen in our lives 
and making wise decisions, 
about them. 

In the above incident, cer¬ 
tain things become clear. 
Strenuous activity during hot 
weather is just as potentially 
dangerous for some people as 
a business man shoveling snow 
in the wintertime. People 
should not always think that 
time is going to make them bet¬ 
ter. If the pain is in your chest, 
by your heart, don’t take any 
chances. Get help imme¬ 
diately. Some medications are 
only effective if administered 
immediately or within hours 
after initial symptom^ show 
up. These could like common 
sense, don’t they, but they are 
not. Many people do not even 
consider that “the other guy” 
is really me. Who knows what 
can happen? 

Mr. Wilcox, I am re¬ 
spectfully suggesting that the 
Michigan Comm. News add a 
new column to its newspapers. 
The column could be called 
“MedAlert” or “Red Alert! 
MedAlert!” Important medical 
facts could be published in 
this column, offering to the 
public much-needed info on 
little-known facts. Who would 
know that some medications 
have to be administered 


within 4 hours of an incident 
in order to prevent blood clots 
or break them up? No one ex¬ 
cept the people involved. And 
yet many people would like to 
know these things. How many 
times have we misdiagnosed 
something because similar 
symptoms resembled one an¬ 
other? Years ago, two of my 
sons had severe stomach 
cramps and were extremely 
ill. The flu was going around at 
the time. The symptoms ap¬ 
peared identical. However, 
one of my sons had acute ap¬ 
pendicitis. It could have killed 
him, but thanks be to God, I 
took him to the doctor and they 
found something other than 
the flu. 

All too often people delay in 
getting the help they need, 
hoping for the best, thinking 
the problem will go away, ig¬ 
noring the problem, etc. “Med¬ 
Alert” could emphasize the 
importance of acting right 
away. There are many facts of 
which people should be aware. 
Did you know that when some¬ 
one continually takes anti¬ 
histamines, they are inviting a 
stroke? Do people know that 
it’s not good to take laxatives 
or water pills in excess? Do 
they know what this does to 
their system? How many real¬ 
ize the danger “poor circula¬ 
tion” can cause, even doing 
something as.simple as cross¬ 
ing one’s legs cuts off circula¬ 
tion and can bring about 
disastrous results. 

Can you catch the vision of 
what I’m trying to present to 
you, Mr. Wilcox? I hope so. 
Your newspaper could offer a 
truly beneficial public service 
to people through “MedAlert”. 
Please ask yourself this ques¬ 
tion. Why should people have 
to have something happen to 
them, such as a heart attack, in 
order to gain information that 
should be readily accessible to 
the public? Yes indeed, the 
public does have a right to 
know, to know something that 
could truly b^UQfit the health 
decisions tbiey.may be forced 
to make some day. Other items 
could be included also. Info 
about nursing homes, hos¬ 
pices, home nursing care, etc. 
There are any number of 
thoughts that come to mind, 
but for now I am most con¬ 
cerned about people knowing 
medical facts that could mean 
the difference between life 
and death for them or their 
loved ones. 

I see opportunity presenting 
itself, Mr. Wilcox, and I hope 
you will take advantage of this. 
The column need not be ex¬ 
tremely long. Brevity, coupled 
with knowledge, is an effectual

Schools shouldn’t 
forget European 
influence 

To the editor: 

Black columnists are fault¬ 
ing Ward Connerly for suggest¬ 
ing that ethnic studies and 
women’s studies ought not to 
be separate curriculums stu¬ 
dents may elect. Connerly is 
right, of course, even though a 
course in women’s history 
could be included for study by 
both men and women, and lan¬ 
guage studies are and always 
have been proper studies 
available to all who matricu¬ 
late. 

Ward Connerly does not be¬ 
lieve that there should be a 
curriculum especially for wo¬ 
men where they study women’s 
algebra, womens chemistry, 
women’s accounting. Black 
writers suggest that we might 
just as well eliminate Euro¬ 
pean studies. They want badly, 
it seems, to excoriate Con- 
nerly’s denial of both women’s 
studies and the movement to 
form a gay and lesbian studies 
department at the University 
of California at Davis. 

Black columnists seem to 
deny the importance of stu¬ 
dying the European influence, 
especially the contributions of 
the English, whey they surest 
axing European studies, treat¬ 
ing the European contribution 
to our culture as no more im¬ 
portant than any other influ¬ 


ence. Cultures are not equal 
and the influence of African 
culture, Asian culture, and In¬ 
dian culture on our own is not 
nearly as important as the Eu¬ 
ropean. They know this, proba¬ 
bly understand it, and ought to 
appreciate it, accept it, respect 
it, cherish it. There is more 
than just a suggestion of the 
European hand in our in¬ 
spired forefathers’ documents. 
We have incorporated the Eu¬ 
ropean traditions and philoso¬ 
phy in the Constitution, the 
Federalist papers, the rule of 
law. Our democratic principles 
and the market papers, the 
rule of law. Our democratic 
principles and the market sys¬ 
tem flow from the same source. 

Each of us claims an indi¬ 
vidual culture and some atten¬ 
tion should be paid to each of 
our ethnicities. But the im¬ 
portant culture is our Ameri¬ 
can culture. From wherever 
and whatever it evolved, it 
belongs to all of us, each of 
us, or ought to. 

There are those who might 
read racism in the writing so 
black journalists when they ig¬ 
nore, even deny, the influence 
of our European ancestors. 
Quite often, they expose much 
of what they believe about our 
economic heritage, prefer¬ 
ences for a planned economy 
and expauided government ser¬ 
vices, in column after column. 
The Achilles’ heel of socialism 
will eventually turn ever more 
blacks to our true heritage.

And he has done that 

Head’s current standing 
puts him behind some of 
Jetsports’ biggest names 
such as Chris Fischetti and 
Rick Roy. The Westland na¬ 
tive is definitely a strong 
contender for the 1998 Pro 
Freestyle Rookie of the Year 
award pro honors. 

Whether he will be pre¬ 
sented the award will be 
clear after the final round of 
competition which will be 
staged July 26 in Chicago. 

But, Head is not looking 
past what he has to do now. 
He is staying focused. 

“I’m training hard and 
trying to come up with tricks 
for Round 7 in New Jersey,” 
Head commented. “You 
have to pull out all stops if 
you want to do well in jetski¬ 
ing. I’ve made it through six 
rounds and I’ve done well, 
but I don’t wanna lose focus 
and blow it at this point.” 

Head has been on the 
USBA national tour which 
has taken him to such states 
as Florida, Texas, Califor¬ 
nia, New Jersey, Illinois and 
even to Canada. Competi¬ 


tion includes both closed 
course racing and freestyle 
exhibition and competition. 

Closed course racing is 
very similar to motocross 
racing where riders negoti¬ 
ate obstacles and turns 
• around a closed track. 

Freestyle - the sport in 
which Head opts to com¬ 
plete - is more like ice skat- 
ing or gymnastics 
competition on an extreme 
level. 

“Instead of dancing on 
skates or a gym floor,” says 
Head, “you are out on rough 
water trying to dance with a 
350-pound machine as your 
partner.” 

And a mistake could be 
costly, and even fatal. 

“You have to make it look 
easy and flawless. And you 
always have to come with 
new tricks or you get left be¬ 
hind.” 

Head’s performances 
have helped land him some 
great sponsors. 

But he and his wife, Ann, 
still are responsible for 
finding funds in their bud¬ 
get to finance Keith’s 
“dream”.

This week’s column is de¬ 
voted to all the pitchers in this 
area, and there are a lot of 
them. 

A long time ago, a very long 
time ago, Hal Newhouser, of 
Detroit Tiger fame, wrote a 
book called Pitching to Win. My 
dad happened to buy this book 
for me when I was 14, just 
about the time I was entering 
Wayne High School. Out of this 
book I learned the following: 

• Holding the ball across the 
seams makes the ball go up; 

• Holding the ball “with” the 
seams makes it go down; 

• Do not throw a slider it 
makes your elbow hurt; 

• To throw a “changeup” 
hold the ball back in the palm 
of your hand and drag your 
back foot as you deliver the 
pitch to the plate, and hold 
ball with seams to make it 
sink; 

• To throw a knuckle ball, do 
not let any of your fingers 
touch the seams; 

• A pitcher needs at least 
three pitches to make it to the 
big leagues, the most common 
being the fastball, curve, and 
changeup... 

Thanks to Hal Newhouser, 
and my dear Dad, I had an ad¬ 
vantage over everyone else in 
high school. 

Would you believe that I fin¬ 
ished 40-1 in high school losing 
only to Art Mach of Romulus, 
1 - 0 ? 

Art pitched a no-hitter that 
day in my senior year, and in 
the 10th inning he got a single 
that beat me. 

In American Legion, he was 
scouted by'the Yankees as he 
could hit them in the woods in 
left center field at Wayne 
High’s field. 

My coach at the time, Don 
Domke, told me to walk Art 
Mach that day, but I talked him 
out of it, and he blooped a sin¬ 
gle to right center. In our half 
of the 10th inning, Art Mach 
then struck out the side to end 
the game. A couple of years 
later, the legendary Charley

Lau of Romulus, who was 
signed by the Tigers right out 
of high school was calling Art 
Mach from Durham, North 
Carolina, where he was coach¬ 
ing for the Tigers minor league 
team, urging Art to come to Du¬ 
rham because they needed 
outfielders real bad. 

For some reason, Mach de¬ 
cided not to go. I’m sure he 
would have made it to the big 
leagues cis an outfielder or a 
pitcher. 

So boys, listen to your 
coaches - they’ve been around 
a lot longer than you and know 
a lot more about baseball than 
you. 

My high school coach Don 
Domke, who happened to be¬ 
come the first athletic director 
in the history of Westland John 
Glenn when Glenn opened up 
it’s facility back in the 
mid-1960s, played three years 
at the University of Michigan 
as an outfielder. 

And in that crucial game 
against Romulus and Mach, 
Domke knew that I was getting 
tired, and I should have lis¬ 
tened. But do you know what 
he said to me after that fatal 
error?Yo«’Jl have to learn the 
hard way. It cost me and the 
team the game. 

Years later I had to call 
Coach Domke because I 
lacked funds, and he imme¬ 
diately responded and sent me 
$100 to get home from Illinois 
because I was having car prob¬ 
lems. 

Domke was my second dad.

and when I read on these 
pages about three years ago 
that he passed away, it shocked 
me. 

Some of the players from 
the area who eventually made 
it to the big leagues included 
Lau, who was a native of Ro¬ 
mulus; Jerry Davis, who 
played for Garden City and the 
Tigers; Pat Sheridan, who went 
on to fame with the Detroit Ti¬ 
gers and Kansas City, and 
Chuck Templeton of Wayne 
High, who pitched for the 
Brooklyn Dodgers and played 
with the immortal Jackie Rob¬ 
inson and Roy Campanella 
during the 1955 and 1956 sea¬ 
sons. 

In 1955, the Dodgers won the 
World Series and Chuck Tem¬ 
pleton was on that team. 

A very interesting thing 
about Templeton was that 
while he was a senior at high 
school he was not noted for 
throwing the ball very hard. 
The only team interested in 
Chuck Templeton was the i 
Dodgers who saw that he was 
6-3 and weighed 210. They 
knew that he could throw hard, 
if someone would teach him 
how. 

So. they signed him and 
taught him how to get his “leg 
up'’ like Sandy Koufax and 
Nolan Ryan used to do. They 
also taught him how to “bend 
your back” for more power. 
They taught him a pickoff 
move - he was a lefthander - to 
first base and they stressed on 
him the importance of the 
“four-seam curve that goes 
straight down. 

However, back in the 1950s, 
they gave you two years to 
make it big or else they sent 
you back to the Triple A. 

I don’t think that there is 
anyone else in these parts that 
can say, as Templeton can, I 
have a World Series ring. 

Incidentally, Chuck Tem¬ 
pleton now resides in Vero 
Beach, Florida.

Bennett told Romulus 
Mayor William Oakley and the 
council that he has enough 
support in the State Senate to 
get the bill through, but lacks 
that critical backing in the 
Michigan House. 

Thus until Bennett feels 
that he has at least an even 
shot at passage in the Michi¬ 
gan House, he will leave his 
bill in a state Senate commit¬ 
tee. 

Bennett’s bill would amend 
an airport parking tax act pas¬ 
sed in 1987. If approved it 
would set up a County Im- 


In the boyfriend’s version, 
the grandmother started the 
fight.
